Long blooming season and heavy production of flowers have made 
gerberas a good greenhouse item. It only takes a few flowers in a mixed 
bouquet to put it in the high quality class. Plant our strong divisions in deep 
benches or ground beds where there is good drainage; plenty of sand and 
peat. Keep the soil slightly alkaline with lime. Water thoroughly each time 
but allow the soil to dry out between waterings. Small quantities may be 
planted in deep lily boxes which may be brought outside in warm weather 
or in milder climates, the divisions may be planted outside after the danger 
of frost is over and the clumps brought in to the greenhouse before frost in 
the fall. Night temperatures should be about 50-55 degrees. You will find 
over a year period that your planting of gerberas will have paid you well 
per square foot.

It is an attractive shade of shell pink which does not fade as so many pinks 
do. The large full double solid flowers three inches or more in diameter are 
carried on long straight stems. The plant grows well and produces many 
breaks per plant which do not come blind even with abnormally late cut- 
ting. We have had cuttings planted as late as August 15th bloom well. This 
new variety may be grown as a spray or as a disbud. Normal blooming is 
about December 20th but by cutting late or growing cold blooming may be 
withheld for several weeks. 


In order to protect our customers we are patenting this new pompon which 
prohibits the sale of cuttings. After purchasing, however, one may produce 
as many cuttings as is necessary for his own use only. None are permitted 
to be sold or given away.

Stems are rigid and soft enough to take up water well, and the flower spray 
is such that they bunch nicely. 


Plant patent number 489 has been issued for this variety which allows 
sales with the usual patent restrictions. Cuttings may be produced for one’s 
own use but selling or giving away of cuttings is prohibited. This variety 
shall not be allowed in any way to pass into the hands of others. 


Blooming may begin as early as December 20th, but is common to have 
the flower crop mature in mid-January.

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FIELD ROW OF KRAMER’S LATE WHITE 


This photograph was taken of a single row of Kramer's Late White on 
December 20th. The cuttings were planted in the field July 15th, cut back 
once on September 5th. It was not given any special attention but the growth 
far exceeded all other varieties, there being 10 to 12 flower stems per plant, 
all well flowered and making a height of 2% to 3¥2 feet. The flowers began 
to show color December 10th, but were not ready to cut until December 20th, 
just as this photograph indicates. By pinching back even later, as is possible, 
maturity can be made later if desired. Last year we had equally good crop 
coming the 10th of January.
